What the Indust Amounts to in 
South Africa. . 

Cape Town Correspondence N. X. Tribune.

Of course, with present enor- 
mous rate of increase,the world's market must. 
become better : upplied, and some decline in 
rice must take piace in time. There is a very 
large margin of profit at present in the busi- 
ness. With regards to the business as u 
means of investment, it must be borne in 
mind that in the nature of things such a 
trade, dependent on the general prosperity of 
the world and its ability to indulge in luxury, 
must be liable to greater fluctuations than 
trade in articles of common neceasity. 

Since the beginning of ostrich farming 
much has been learned with respect to the 
habits of the bird; but this belongs rather to 
natural-history than the practical aspects of 
farming. The ostrich, though eapabſe of ac- 
climstization on tbe soil of moist and cool 
lands, thrives best on the arid and seemingly 
barren districts of the south and interior of 
Africa. It may now be found in almost every 

art of the African continent, and has been 

unted far within the. borders of Sahara it- 
self. If possibie, the ostrich farmer procures 


two to three days old, the whereabouts of the 
nest having been traced by some acute Hot- 
tentot, who sits on the plain all toe night to 
listen for the **booming’’ of the parent. This 
is a noise uttered during the breeding season, 
and said by travelers to be very like the roars, 
ing of a lion; but perhaps the -booming of the 
bull-frog would be anearer comparison. 5 
HATCHING AND REARING. : 

For the first three days the chickens—which 
are about the size of a common hen and very 
‘bandrome in appearance—eat nothing, aud 
the first substance te come in contact with 
their gizzards is gravel or coarse sand, and 
ever afterwards pebbles of various sizes from 


tat of a pes to a walrut are to be found in 


_their gizzards, to assist in the trituration of 


food. Grass and leaves aud lizards, snakes 
and insects form their first food, and as they 
develop they take to a diet of mealies (Iudian 


Corn) and other grain and the ficshy leaves of 


the prickly or American aloe, in which 
the land abounds. These latter 
form the staple food through lite. It the 
chickens are hatched on the farm they are al- 


_-lowed to run wiih the old bird fora week or 


‘two and then taken away for fear of their get- 
ting unmanageably wild. Their tendency to 
wildness soon manifests itself when left to 
themselves, and many of the most domesti- 
catea birds are liable to desperate panics, 
under the influence of which they may bolt 
straight against any object in their way, such 
as afence or wall. But most birds are now 
hatchedin the incubating machine, which 
bas been broughtto great perfection within 
the last five years. Ostriches can now not 
only be hatched withthe greatest success in 
this manner, but artificial *tmothers” provide 
every security against exposure to the weath- 


vr till the young ones can be let out to shift 


for the mscives. 
K The period of incubation with the ostrich 
proves to be just twice that of the common 
en, or forty-two days, and during that time 
the eggs are turned over once a day until the 
ebicken is brought to maturity. About the 
forty+tirst or forty- second day if a movement 
can be distinctly observed when the egg is 
pisced on a table, or if breathing can be heard 
and the. chicken still remains many hours 
without breaking the shell, it is assisted out 
of its captivity by the gentle tapping of a 
hammer. The chicks on coming out are 
placed either in a dry warm house, in an arti- 
ficial! motber“ box, or are put with some old 
bird having other chickens. At the end of a 
week or two the chicks are taken awav from 
the parent and allowed to run about during 
the day and at mght are shut up in a warm 
dry room, on account of their liability to rheu- 
matism. After a month or eo they are allowed 
to wander about the plains or among the 


dushes like old birds, being taught to retura 


to the *“‘kraal’’ (pen) at stated intervals for 
food or for sleep. As a rule the strong de- 


mauds of. appetite are suflicient.to prevent 


them from becoming too sby or wild.

SORTING AND MARKETING THE FEATHERS. 

The farmer, whese birds may number from 
25 to 200, or more, according to his wealth, 
then sends his feathers—subject toa slight ex- 
tra charge for carriage when sent by rati—to 
town to afestheragent. The agentsorts them 
out into the ten or fifteen qualittes or kinds 
known to the dealers, and they are thus tak- 
en in bundles to the market. Here ranged ia 
the various departments of white and black, 
male and female, primes and seconds, tails, 
etc., on long tables. they are examined by 
the shrewd, active and ‘speculative buyers. 
They are sold by auction at all the markets, 
and then, baving been preserved from vermin 
by a slight sprinkling of camphor, are packed 
in ‘stout cases and shipped to London. At 
Port Elizabeth nearly all the feathers are 
thus sold through agents, and the transac- 
tions of a single dav iu this market amount to 
from $25,C00 to 85.000. At the inland towns 
the farmers are generally their own Sellers, 
and the transactions are of course on a much 
smaller scale. In many towns the buyers are 
simply the agents of the buyers at Port Eliza- 
beth, whose transactions generally govern the 
prices of the inland markets.

Francisco, but then a horse won, With 
a six-day record of 559 miles. How- 
ever, the list of such contests—we believe 
there have been -others—is happily. a brief 
one, and, stepping outside of it, there are au- 
thentic records of remarkable rides which are 
far more interesting than such objectiess dis- 
plays of grim endurance as the Chicago per- 
formance. In 1847 Gen, J. C. Fremont and 
two companions covered 800 miles across a 
roadless and mountainous country in 158 
hours, only 100 of which were spent in the 
saddle. Of course they had afrequent change 
of horses, those not under saddie being dri- 
ven ahead and lassoed when wanted. This is 
perhaps the most remarkable horseback ride 
on authentic record. Twoor three years ago 
nine Italian ‘officers undertook a ride of 810 
miles to see What was the extreme perform- 
ance which might be expected of ordinary 
horses in war. Only three finished the dis- 
tance, and they required 103 heurs for the 
task. Some time before this another Italian 
officer rode 58Q Italian miles in ten days on a 
single horse. From Vienna to Paris is 500 
miles us the crow flies. Prince de Ligne once 
covered the road between the two cities in six 
days, but with relays of horses. Count de 
Maintenay is said to have done it in less time 
on a single Hungarian roadster. He Was then 
the bearer of the consent of the Emperor of 
Austria to the marriage of Napoleon and 


Marie-Louise, and be was rewarded for his

A Steamship Captain Lost at Sea. 
From the New York World, 15th. 


The National line steamer England came 
into the harbor yesterday with her flags at 
half - mast for the death of her captain, William 
Hyslop Thompson, who was lost overboard at 
sea September 10. When the Eugland arrived 
off Sandy Hook she first signalled for the agent 
in this city of the- National line, Mr. Hurst, 
and at Quarantine Station lay to for some time 
until he could be summoned there. When he 
bad boarded her she continued on to her pier 
near the foot of Houston street, North River. 
The vessel was in charge of the first officer 
who gave to Mr. Hurst a report in writing of 
the circumstances of the loss of Captain 
Thompson, but the statement was not made 
public and soon afterwards. Mr. Hurst went 
to Irvington-on-the- Hudson. The first officer 
was utwilling to make any Verbal state- 
ment whatever. It was learned else - 
where, however, that Captain Thompson 
was ill at Queenstown in consequence. 
of a severe cold which he contracted 
‘there, and after sailing thence September 2 
kept his stateroom. He was confined to his 


room until the morning of the 10th. inst., 


when he was last seen alive. He then left 
his room and walked to “the side 
of the vessel, where he was last seen by some 
of the men leaning against the bulwarks. The 
fact was noted simply becauge Capt. Thomp- 
son had been so long ill. Later he was miss- 
ed ard it wasthen known for the first time 
that he had fallen overboard. It was thought

Whenthe steamship Sarah Sands, 
one of the first of the iron propellers, was 
built, the elder.Capt. Thompson was appoint- 
ed to her command and made several voyages 
in her between Liverpool and New York. He 
has sot, however, been to sea for many years, 
aud is at present President of the Guardian 
Fire Insurance Company of this city, and has 
also for some years served as Pilot Commis- 
sioner. His only other sen, Alewander 
Thompson, also followed the sea fora time 
but finally relinquished that. profession and 
engaged in business ashore in England, Where 
he died many years ago. Wiiliam H. Thomp- 
son, the late captain of the England, was 
born in England about 1835.

STIGMATA OF Sr. FRANCIS. 


| A Festival of the Roman Catholic 
| Church, : 


* 


Its Celebrafion To- Day— History of the 
„ Stigmata.“ 


To- day the feast of the Stigmata of St. 
Francis is commemorated in the Catholic 
Church. St. Francis, the founder of the cele- 
brated.order that bears his name, was born 
at Assisium, in Umbria, He was remarkable 
from a boy for his austerity, and his self-im- 
posed penances are terrible to 
From his boyhood he 
led himself 
only with the coarsest food, previously sprink- 
ling it with ashes to ren der it more unpalat - 
able. He served as nurse in several hospitals 
and the most loathsome tasks were performed 
by him with evident pleasure. His biograph- 
ers say that his austere life attracted so much 
attention that several persons petitioned 
to be admitted to companionsbip with 
him, andinthis manner the religious com- 
munities to which his name is given origi- 
nated. St. Clare, the founder of the female 
order of Friars Minor, was afterwards ad- 
mitted to fellowship. The growth of the 
orders was something remarkable. Soon af- 
ter the founding of the first at Assisium, 
Cortona, Arezzo, Pisa, Bologna, Fiorence and 
other Italian cities began toinvite communities 
of thefriars,and within three years sixty mon- 
asteries were settled in vagious places. The 
monks soon spread into land and all over 
Europe, and are to-day to be found in all parts 
of the inhabited globe. The feast 
of St. Francis of Assissium is cele- 
brated on the 4th day of October. 
but to-day the famous stigmata for which 
the saint is remarkable. The history of the 
phenomenon is very curious. Francis had 
returned from prayer and meditation to 
Mount Alverno, in the Appennines, to near 
Borgo de San Sepulcro, in the year 1224. On 
the feast of the exaltation of the cross, 
be relates that he saw an apparition 
tbat greatly surprised nim. A crucified ftig- 
ure, back of which was a seraph with six 
shining wings, appeared in the air, and re- 
mained visible for many moments. Soon 
after the vision it is related that 
a most remarkable change took place. 
His bands and feet seemed bored 
through in the middle with wounds 
and the boles appeared 1 ees through with 
nails of fiesh. The black heads of these nails 
were Visibie in the palms of both hands and 
in the upper part of the instep,and the points 
were visible at the other side. At the same 
time a wound, from which tne biood flowed, 
appeared in his right side. Francis lived two 
years after these “stigmata,” as 
are known, appeared, dying in the year 1226. 
Ile requested that his body should be buried 
at the Colle d’Inferno, a place outside As- 
sisium, Where malefactors were iuterred. 
This place was afterwards purchased,a splen- 
did church erected, the name changed 
to the Colle del Paradiso, and 
the body of the saint transferred 
there a few years after his death. The body ig 
hidden in the church and has not been seen 
since its interment. It is said to be buried 
uprigbt under the large altar, and to be cov - 
ered over with an immense amount of marble 
to preserve it from beiag stolen. 
The feast is celebrated all over 
the world inthe various confraternities of 
the order, but is regarded as a minor feast 
by the rest of the church.
